A/26 was not sure how his income is reported 
but said he is covered in several ways; i.e., he spends much time in Rome with 
Cardinal Joseph Slipyy, receives income for his services ministering to inmates 
of an old age home in Munich, and for visiting the ill in Switzerland and Germany 
in the diocese of Bishop Kornylyak,
